decision."

Speculating about the future actions of 


the Wisconsin state legislature recalls the 
adage of our grandfathers in forecasting 
the weather. A single swallow is not yet* 
proof that summer is at hand. 


Thus the action last week of a legis- 


lative interim committee, assigned to ex- 
amine possibilities for more efficient op- 
eration in state and local government, 
recommending the modernization of coun- 
ty administration through the legalization 
of alternatives to the county board method, 
is not by any means proof that the 1963 
legislature is prepared to act on this topic 
that has been argued for so long in our 
Wisconsin politics. But it is an encourag- 
ing footnote to the history of this issue, 
nevertheless, since the men who compose 
this advisory committee are fairly repre- 
sentative of the kind of men who will com- 
pose the 1963 regular legislative session. 


The chairman of this interim commit- 


tee, moreover, is Sen. W. A. Draheim of 
Neenah, who has had some stature in past 
legislatures and can be expected to have 
considerable rank in the new session. With 
Sen. Draheim pushing for this reform, and 
with the assistance of such others as Mr. 
Clemens, Mr. Romell, Mr. Risser, and Sen- 


ators Morton and Stalbaum, who will also 
be returning to Madison for the new ses- 
sion, the outlook may truly be described 
as more favorable than ever before. 


The proposition is a fair one and a sim- 


ple one. It would delete from the state 
constitution which was composed in the 
face of circumstances that prevailed 114 
years ago the requirement that the gov- 
ernment of all counties must be uniform, 
without regard to the wishes of their in- 
habitants, their size, their economic com- 
position, their geographical location, or 
their population characteristics. 


To replace the uniformity clause the 


proposal would write another constitu- 
tional provision to permit up to four al- 
ternative methods of county administra- 
tion, to be prescribed in future legislative 
acts, and to be installed in any particular 
county only at the express wish of the resi- 
dents thereof as certified in a referendum 
vote. 


This is a good and progressive piece of 


legislation, and we applaud this legislative 
study committee for having the good sense 
to endorse it and to submit it with its 
recommendation to the new legislative 
session.

Drinking Among Teen-Agers 
People's Forum 


Teen-agers "seem to get into scrapes 


more often when they are cold sober than 
when they are drinking." 


This is one of the rather surprising 


conclusions reached by a professional study 
of the teen-age drinking question done for 
the New York state legislature. A legis- 
lative committee has been trying to decide 
for two years whether the New York 
minimum drinking age of 18 should be 
raised to 21 to conform with the laws 
of adjoining states. 


The survey involved over 1,000 chil- 


dren 14 to 18 years old. Two other states, 
Wisconsin and Kansas, were included in 
the study. 


The survey revealed that 59 per cent 


of the children in this age bracket drank 
and that 45 per cent had been introduced 
to alcohol at home. The incidence of drink- 
ing among children was approximately the 
same in all three states, indicating that dif- 
ferent state laws did not affect the ques- 
tion. 


The report said it was a popular fallacy 


that "bad kids" drink and "good kids" 
don't. There was no correlation found be- 
tween drinking and getting good marks, 
belonging to social organizations, being 
leaders and behaving politely. 


In fact, the report said, boys who drink 


more frequently are more popular "if 


popularity is measured by leadership posi- 
tions and dating." But girls who drink 
more often tend to be less socially accept- 
able. 


The report concluded that children who 


normally misbehave were more likely to 
drink than others. However, it found that 
misbehavior was less frequent among 
youths who had been drinking than among 
those who were "cold sober." 


More and more we are coming to 


realize that drinking to excess is a symp- 
tom of deeper psychological problems. 
Just as Prohibition failed to reduce drink- 
ing generally, the New York study reveals 
that minimum drinking age laws do not 
control teen-age drinking. 


Wisconsin is debating the raising of 


the minimum age for beer sales from the 
present limit of 18. Basically the question 
is whether taverns should be allowed to 
dispense beer to those under 21, and the 
inherent danger of driving cars to and 
from these places is a major consideration. 


Apparently we must face the realiza- 


tion that if teen-agers cannot drink beer 
at taverns they will drink someplace else. 
As far as the law is concerned the ques- 
tion must be limited to the one of where 
the teen-agers will do their drinking. And 
the latest proposal for higher standards of 
operation of so-called beer bars seems to 
be in the right direction.

A Scientist Speaks on Pesticides 


Dr. Frederick J. Stare, chairman of 


nutrition in Harvard University School of 
Health, told the members of the Wisconsin 
Canners Association recently that Rachel 
Carson's book Silent Spring is "mislead- 
ing and grossly exaggerated." The book 
purports to warn of the dangers of pesti- 
cides. 


Dr. Stare said it is unfortunate that the 


book is being promoted as the work of a 
scientist. In his estimation the author's 
research was "limited to selective reading, 
plus the urging of 'friends'." Dr. Stare, 
who is a native of Columbus, Wisconsin, 
said he was unaware of any ill health in 
man caused by the proper use of pesticides 
or insecticides. He declared that disasters 
to farmers and famine to the people have 
been stayed off through the use of agri- 
cultural chemicals. The question, he said, 


is "Who gets the food, the people or the 
bugs?" 


The speaker took the occasion to cor- 


rect some popular misbeliefs in respect to 
food. He said that health and nature food 
stores were not necessary to provide the 
50 nutrients of a good diet. "All of these 
nutrients can be obtained from a wide as- 
sortment of foods, including canned foods, 
available at any grocery store or super- 
market," he said. 


He further branded as nonsense the 


claims that organic fertilizer must be used 
to get nutritious foods. He said that he 
had just emerged from a three-year libel 
suit brought by food faddists and felt that 
"there is a need for the public to know the 
truth about nutrition." Dr. Stare said that 
many Americans would be better off if 
they ate less and exercised more.

The po- 
lice in large cities are not felt 
to represent the public; their 
main duty is seen as making 
arrests,

standards of character and in- 
telligence for police applicants; 
of course, we need higher wages 
and improved w o r k i n g con- 
ditions; but none of these will 
help much unless and until the 
policeman regains his face and 
becomes more than a number.
